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Body Piercing & Tattoos: Worth ne —

' People have used tattooing and body piercing for thou- 
sands of years as a means of identification and beautifica- 
tion, according to Monty Vogel, owner of Body Mods Body 
Piercing and Tattooing. Despite their long histories, however, 
both procedures still retain an aura of the taboo. 

“T’d always wanted one. I still want more,” Celesse Runyan 
said of the hip tattoo she had done at age 18. “I know it’s a 
little rebellious,” she said. 

“I’ve wanted to do it for a long time,” Troy Stadtlander 
said just before getting his tongue pierced. He said the rea- 
son he wanted his tongue pierced was because he wanted to 
be different. 

Though tattooing and piercing are commonly considered 
marks of rebellion, Vogel said, they may have emotional or 
artistic significance to the bearer. 

“People use tattooing and piercing to mark events in their 
lives,” Vogel said. 

The Skinny on Tattoos 


The process for tattooing involves using a needle to inject

pigment underneath the skin, completely destroying the top 
layer, which grows back. The resulting color shows under- 
neath the top layer, so the artwork is somewhat transparent, 
tattoo artist Jeff Yarges said. This limits the extent of colora- 
tion on certain individuals. 

“Some skin tones won’t hold color,” he said. “It takes up 
to one year for a tattoo to settle completely.” 

Most individuals find tattooing to be somewhat painful, 
depending on the size and location of the tattoo, which can 
take from five minutes to multiple sessions of several hours 
each. 

“Tt was not as bad as I thought it was going to be. It’s not 
a painful hurt, it’s an annoying hurt,” Scott Brooks said. He 
spent one and a half hours under the needle for a sun symbol 
on his upper arm. 

“Tt hurt at first. It kind of numbs itself,” Runyan said. 

“Some people describe it as a hot scratch,” Vogel said. He 
said that certain areas such as the head, neck, top of foot, and 
abdomen tend to hurt more than fatty areas such as the upper 

arm or chest. 

“It took a long time for me to get the confidence up to 
do it,” Yarges said. “I don’t like hurting other people but 
it’s part of the job... I’ve seen people get up in the middle 
of an outline and walk out.” But most people decide to 
persevere once the needle is in, he said. 

“It’s a small fraction of your life to get to keep some- 
thing. Grit your teeth and bear it,” Vogel said. 

The Pain and Pleasure of Piercing 

Body piercing with a clamp and surgical needle usually 
hurts less than the person anticipates, Vogel said. 

“People are amazed. There’s an easy association with 
pain and needles,” he said. 

“I like the way it looks. I’ve kissed someone with their 
tongue pierced and it felt really cool,” Jamie Ferraguti said 
shortly before getting his tongue pierced. “I heard it doesn’t

Once pierced, Ferraguti said that it was “a lot easier”

Ferraguti, who has no other piercings, chose to have his 
tongue pierced because the jewelry can be hidden. 
“If I wanted to hide it for some reason nobody would

have to see it in my mouth,” he said. 

Stadtlander, who said he is “terrified of needles,” also said 
the piercing process did not hurt. His biggest concern was 
the swelling. 

“My mouth feels weird. | have to adjust how I talk now,” 
he said. 

Vogel said that the piercing jewelry is designed to accom- 
modate swelling, and if the piercing is properly cared for 
(cleaning with a sterile solution once a day), the risk for in- 
fection is low. Irritation is more common, and sometimes the 
wearer decides to remove the jewelry. 

Some piercings, such as nipple or genital piercings, are 
especially sensitive. Others may pose problems because of 
individual physical characteristics such as the location of, 
blood vessels. Vogel said he will caution someone against 
piercing if he anticipates problems, even if it means s losing 
that individual’s business. eae

Vogel said that he now does more body piercing than tat- 
tooing, especially among the under-35 crowd. “Piercing has 
become the marking of our generation,” he said. 

Although piercings and tattoos can be placed in locations 


which are inconspicuous, tattooing is not reversible in most 
cases.

“T wouldn’t change anything, but make sure you want to 
do it. It’s pretty much permanent,” Brooks said. He still lives 
at home with his parents, who have not yet noticed his two- 
month-old tattoo. 

“They told 
me they don’t like them, but I’m 20 years old. There’s not 
much they can do about it.” 

“IT don’t regret it, but I regret where I got it.’ Runyan 
said.

But maybe more importantly, the game will signify a turnaround in the football program. 
At the Division H level, coaches and athletic departments are forced to “sell” their sport to the 
public, unlike many Division | programs. The game will be televised by WOWT-channel 6 as 


well. 


“Pm nervous,” Behrns said, “but it’s not about the players. Now I just want it to go well. 
With the media coverage and the excitement for UNO football — that’s why it’s important.” 

But Behrns stresses that the game will keep his players busy. “It won't be easy,” Behrns 
said. “Northwest Missouri has good players at every position. They are a multiple threat on 
offense with their passing and running game and they have an excellent tailback.” 

Jesse Haynes, who ran for 1,453 yards and 17 touchdowns this season is that tailback. He 
along with quarterback Greg Teale, has passed for 1,721 yards and 18 touchdowns, led NMS 
toa No, 2 ranking in the nation a week before the end of the season. 

According to Behrns, they are just as balanced on defense. “Northwest Missouri has tal- 
ented people in the special teams,” Behrns said. “They do a great job of blocking kicks and 
punts. They are as good as anyone we have seen this year.” 

While both UNO and NMS are coming off 10-1 seasons, the Bearcats come out on a 


somber note. NMS was beat up 40-0 by Pittsburgh State last weekend. But there are several 
similarities between the two teams. Both teams have slugged through losing seasons to get to 
this point. Since 1991, when NMS coach Mel Tjeerdsma was hired, the team went 0-11, 6-5 


and now 10-1. The Mavs, under Behrns, have gone 1-10, 3-8 and now 10-1. 
Saturday will be Behrn’s first game in the playoffs in his nine years as a head coach. “I’m 
keeping to my routine. It would be a problem if I didn’t. I guess I’m a routine guy.”
